England had its first all breed 
Poultry Show. ~ 

George Ferguson in this 
FERGUSON'S ILLUSTRATED 
SERIES OF RARE, PRIZE AND 
DOMESTIC POULTRY. London, 
1854.38 pages with 22 hand col¬ 
ored plates of poultry. It contains 
the first and most comprehensive 
description of 11 varieties as 
follows, White Crested" White 
(bearded), Black Crested White 
(bearded), White Crested Yellow 
Bearded, Black and White 
Speckled (bearded and non) 
Gray or Grizzled (bearded), 
Cuckoo (bearded), White Crested 
Blues or Dun (nonbearded) Blue 
Crested Blues or Duns 
(nonbearded), White Crested 
Blacks and Albinos (nonberrded, 
Black Crested 9 bearded, Golden 
Spangled (both), White Crested 
Golden Spangled (both , Silver 
Spangles (both) and White 
Crested Silver Spangled (both). 
This list was augmented by a 
complete detailed description of 
each color pattern. You of course 
noticed the second variety was 
the. very rare Black Crested 
white. Five of the colored plates 
were of Polish and one of them 
was of the Black Crested White. 
This illusive variety comes in for 
more than its share of attetion for 
Ferguson was determined to 
assure that it had been in ex- 
istance from time to time ever 
since the time of U. Aldrovandi, 
1522-1601 and had recently ex¬ 


isted in the Low countries as the 
early as thr first of the ninteenth 
century. I have heard of its ex- 
istance in Belgium just before the 
Second World War and then again 
as recently as 1992. Of course as 
Ferguson said in regards to the 
Black Crested White Polish. To 
provide a proof of absense, is 
usually more difficult than of 
presence”. He did not feel 
justified in allowing so beautiful a 
variety SO SOON escape memory 
or go unnoticed. 

Twenty years lated in 1874 the 
American Poultry Association 
came out with the first edition of 
the STANDARD OF EX¬ 
CELLENCE which contained 
four varieties, all non-bearded; 
White Crested Black, Golden, 
Silver and White. So at last the 
Polish breed is verified from then 
on. 

Harrison Weir in OUR 
POULTRY. 1902 England. 

remarks that after a time of I 
popularity of the Polish breed in 
England in 1896-1899 there were 
no classes for them at the Crystal 
Palace Shows because of low en¬ 
tries.. And he felt that another 


good and useful breed was in 
danger of being lost. In the 
American revision called THE 
POULTRY BOOK IN THREE 
VOLUMES IN 1904 THAT the 
Polish Club had been formed in 


the USA and was now again on 
stable ground. So it seems that 
the Polish, like cats have many 
lives. Today it is at least as 
popular as >t has ever been, and 
leybus hope there will never be a 


question about its existance 
The books that I have quoted 
have become very scarce and ex¬ 
pens,ve. Thus rarely obtainable 
I have none for sale. Read the 
ADS under BOOKS in the Poultry 
Press.

HAMBURGS IN_ SCOTLAND 

Penny Richards, the daughter of one of 
Donald Powell's students at Penn State, 
transcribed and annotated, in 1994, a col¬ 
lection of "Letters from Sanquhar, Dum¬ 
friesshire, Scotland to Dunn ore, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, USA 1852-1908 with miscellaneous 
other letters to the Brydens and Glen- 
crosses of 207 Helen Street 1859-1896." 

In one of the letters in that collec¬ 
tion, dated June 4, 1879, Thomas Glen- 
cross Scott, in Scotland, writes the 
following to his Uncle John Glencross, 
in Dunmure, PA: 

"...you sed I had shurly a good stock 
of poultry I have the best stock of 
Hamburgs I think in Scotland the have tc 
cum from York and Leads Lincolnshire the 
best Breeders in England the do nothing 
else but attend shows and make their 
living of them and a good one to I sold 
eggs of my birds this year at 6 shil¬ 
lings and 6 pence a dozen their were 2 
settings sent to Nottingham and i am 
going to have a draw for 4 pair of my 
prize birds and I am getting them printed 
at Dumfries I intend to make a little 
money of it in this dull times I will 
not stick at nothing I had 44 chickings 
5 some 10 weeks old and on Monday night 
the rates found them and thought they 
would make a good supper and killed 6 
of them and the best to i could have got 
a pound a peace for them It will tell 
hard against me this year for the shows 
as you can scarce get t h em to run, the 
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shows too years althoe' I have an old 
cock this year has only been shown two 
times took 1 at Sanquhar and first and 
special at New Cumnock show the judge 
told me he was the best cock that he had 
seen and he put it in the papers to and 
I took 2 to at New Cumnock my next show 
will be Dumfries union show which is in 
August i mean to take first at it to if 
i am well... I could fill a letter about 
my birds with prizes and remarks at shows 
but i will let them drop..." 

Thomas Glencross Scott's enthusiasm 
for his Hamburgs and his interest in 
showing them are, I think, very under¬ 
standable to most of us. 

Many very interesting facts are pre¬ 
sented in this letter: quality Hamburg 
eggs sold for 6 shillings and 6 pence 
a dozen in 1879; Thomas Scott's best 
Hamburg chicks could have been sold for 
one pound sterling each (a very large 
sum of money in 1879), the best poultry 
breeders in England in 1879 could earn 
their living by attending shows, etc. 

One neve- knows where interesting 
poultry information will turn up.

******************************************** 
BLACK DORKINGS 
By Craig Russell 

Less than a century and a half ago, 
the Dorking boasted almost as many color 
patterns as the Game. Most of these were 
land races that had developed more or less 
naturally in various areas or even on 
single steadings. (In most cases, develop¬ 
ment was probably affected by the local 
ideas of beauty or their owner's desire to 
distinguish his flock from that of his 
neighbors.) Others w^re developed by 
fanciers. 

One color that falls into both groups 
was the Black. Black Dorkings sometimes 
appear in flocks of Colored, Drak Gray, 

Dark Birchen Gray or Cuckoo Dorkings. 

Except for Cuckoo based Blacks, pure Black 
males are very rare; however, the use of 
mostly Black males or Black females or 
putting Black pullets back on their 
fathers when coupled with patience and 
selection can produce true breeding Black 
strains with pure black males. 

But, as with Red Dorkings, Black Dor¬ 
kings are a variety with a controversy 
here; however, it is rather simple and con¬ 
cerns leg color. As you know, Dorkings 
are a white-legged breed and to some a 
Dorking without white legs is no Dorking. 
While most Black Dorkings tend to have 
dark legs (black with white or pink 
bottoms to the foot), it is possible to 
breed blacks with white legs if they have 
light undercolor. This goes against 
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accepted thinking in breeding black 
chickens and at least in males and some¬ 
times even in females usually produces a 
bird that shows white at the base of the 
tail. As you can see, neither option is 
satisfactory to all Dorking breeders. Over 
the years. I've seen and even had some 
birds that convince me that dark under 
color is possible on black birds with 
dirty or off-white legs. This might be 
an accepted compromise. 

At any rate, I showed a Black pullet 
(from Dark Birchen Grays) two years ago 
at Frederick, Maryland, and have received 
numerous calls and letters about Blacks 
ever since. So even with a leg color 
problem, interest in Black Dorkings 
exists. 

Currently the Secretary of The Dorking 
Club and Tom Knoche (from "seed savers") 
both have Blacks and are working with them. 

In the first half of the 19th century 
and even in the middle of that century. Black 
Dorkings were often called Japan Dorkings. 
This had nothing to do with where they were 
from, but referred to their color (Japan was 
famous for shiny black china at that time). 

So Black Dorkings should be shiny. 

Blacks coming from other colors are often, 
but not always, dull, but once again, this 
can be corrected with careful selection. 

The Duckwing pattern is my idea of a 
beautiful chicken, but large shiny black 
birds look good in any breed.

And 
so the other large cities require a supply 
in proportion. 

The keeping of poultry, therefore, is by 
no means an insignificant item in the prod¬ 
ucts of our agriculture... The keeping of 
poultry, like that of bees, may be set down 
as among the means of making the farm attrac¬ 
tive, in addition to the actual profit which 
may be derived from keeping a limited number 
of choice fowls, and the production of eggs 
for family use."

Article I (name and objectives) 

The name of this club shall be the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club. 

The Central Pennsylvania Avian Club is open to all breeders of wild 
and domestic avians. It will promote the showing and improvement of 
all species, breeds and varieties subject to captive management. The 
Central Pennsylvania Avian Club, a not-for-profit organization, favors 
and supports the conservation of all avians. It will work to attract 
and assist new aviculturists and to educate the general public. 

Article II (membership) 

All worthy persons of honorable character, interested in our club and 
our ideas, are eligible for membership in the club. 

A member in good standing is one who has paid in full his annual dues. 
The amount of dues shall be set by the Executive Committee and approved 
by the membership. The dues are as follows: individual, $7.00; family, 
$10.00; junior member (under age 16), $5.00. 

Family membership is a family and children under twelve years of age. 

Family membership entitles voting privileges to two adults in the 
family. 

Junior membership entitles the member to voting privileges. 

Regular membership entitles the member to one vote. 

No nomination for any office in the club will be accepted from anyone 
under 16 years of age. 

Any member in arrears of dues for a period of three months shall be 
dropped from active membership after having been duly notified by 
the Secretary that he has not paid his dues. 

Membership shall date from January 1st to December 31st of each year. 

Each membership being paid for shall be acknowledged by the Secretary, 
who will mail said member a membership card, duly signed and dated. 

All new memberships received during the last three months of the year 
will be credited for the following year. 


Article III (Meetings) 

Section 1 Meetings will be held the second Sunday of each month at 1:00 P.M. 

Motions before the membership will pass by a majority of those persons 
present and voting, except when the motion concerns finances or ad¬ 
ditions and amendments to the Constitution and By-Laws. Such motions, 
to be passed, require a similar majority, but shall be subject to a

recall at the following meeting. If, at that time, a recall has not 
been made, the motion shall stand as passed. 

[luring the meetings, any member in good standing may offer a motion. 

If this motion is seconded by another member in good standing, the 
officer conducting the meeting must call the motion to the floor for 
a vote. All matters concerning membership, finances, and club projects 
must be presented to the membership for a vote. 

The President shall conduct all meetings. The Vice-Presidents shall 
assist the President and conduct the meetings in his absence. 

The Secretary/Treasurer shall keep the records of the club and maintain 
the club's finances. 


A rticle IV (Elections) 

All write-in nominations for officers and directors shall be sent 
to the Secretary to be received no later than October 31st. 

At the regularly scheduled November meeting, the Secretary will read the 
list of write-in nominations for all offices. At that time, members 
present may make additional nominations for all offices. Nominations 
will then be closed. 

Elections will be held at the December meeting. There will be no 
limitations on service. A member may hold only one office at a time. 

Officers will be elected every year by means of a mail ballot that is 
sent to each member following the November meeting. To receive a 
ballot, a member of the club must be a member in good standing. The 
ballot will contain a list of candidates for the various offices. All 
ballots are to be returned to the Secretary before the regularly 
scheduled December meeting. The Secretary shall keep the ballots 
unopened and they shall be opened and counted at the December meeting, 
and any member shall be privileged to count the same. The new officers 
and directors assume office with the January meeting. 

No member shall be eligible for nomination to an elected position until 
he has been a member of the club for at least one year. Appointed 
positions may be filled by a new member who has not been a member of 
the club for one year. 

Article V (Officers) 

The club officers shall consist of the following elected positions: 
President, First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, Secretary/ 
Treasurer, two Directors. 

The President shall apoint two Show Secretaries each year: one for 
poultry for the Spring Show, and one for pigeons for the Fall Pigeon 
Show.

MDW announced that the next meeting of 
the CPAC will take place on March 12th at 
1:00 P.M. Wally and Rose Casazza volun¬ 
teered to host the meeting at their house 
in Bloomsburg. 

With no further business to conduct, 
the meeting was adjourned at 3:30 P.M. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
refreshments were served by Carl, Betty 
and Seth Harris. The members were then 
invited to have a look at the birds and 
animals owned by Carl, Betty and Seth 
Harris.

SPECIALS 

By S. Robert Powell 


Poultry show catalogues in- 
variably contain a list of 
"specials” that are offered at a 
particular club's show. 

vVhat is a special? Who spon¬ 
sors specials? How do you do so? 
What is the effect of sponsoring a 
special? What should you do if 
you w«n a special? 

A special is a prize, monetary 
or otherwise, that is offered by an 
individual or organization at a 
particular poultry show. For ex¬ 
ample: ‘‘$10 for the best Female 
Bantam shown by a junior ex¬ 
hibitor” or ‘‘$10 for the Best Stan¬ 
dard B. B. Red Modern Game” or 
"Trophy for Reserve Champion 
Standard.” 

Specials can be offered by a 
wide variety of individuals and 
organizations. When meets by the 
APA and/or ABA are held in con¬ 
junction with a poultry club’s 
show, that club invariably offers 
specials for all the show cham¬ 
pions and the champions of all of 
the classes of poultry established 
by the APA and/or the ABA. 
(Those ABA and APA classes, it 
must be remembered, are what 
provide the coherent structural 
and organizational backbone of 
tiie show itself.) Some examples 
of specials put up by a poultry 
club for the various APA and 
ABA classes and for the cham¬ 
pions of the show might be: "$10 
and a Trophy for Best American” 
or ‘‘Trophy for Reserve Rose 
Comb Clean Legged” or "$25 and 
Trophy for Grand Champion of 
the Show.” 

The APA ai or the ABA, in 
addition, offer wide variety of 
specials at shows at which meets 
of those organizations are held. 
Those specials are in the form of 
Best of Breed ribbons, medals, 
certificates, plaques, master ex¬ 
hibitor points, starred wins, and 
so on, which are awarded to 
members of the APA in accor¬ 
dance with clear guidelines 
established by those organiza¬ 
tions. 

Poultry clubs, other than the 


one sponsoring a given show, also 
offer specials at another club’s 
show: ‘‘$io for the Best Cochin 
Bantam, offered by the ABC 
Poultry Club at the XYZ Poultry 
Club’s show.” 

Breed clubs, in addition, also 
offer specials at shows at .vhich 
their club meets are held: "$10 
for the Champion Standard 
Plymouth Rock, offered by the 
Plymouth Rock Fancier’s Club.” 
In some instances, one must be a 
member of the breed club spon¬ 
soring the special in order to win 
the special. In other instances, 
the specials are awarded to the 
winners, whether or not they are 
members of the breed cluh. 

Individual club members of the 
club sponsoring the show also of¬ 
fer specials. Membership on the 
club sponsoring the show, 
however, is not, in most in¬ 
stances, a prerequisite for offer¬ 
ing a special at that club’s show. 
The primary requirement is that 
you are interested in offering a 
special. Virtually all clubs are 
more than delighted to accept 
specials put up by one and all. I 
have never heard of a club turn¬ 
ing down a special from anyone. 

What is the intent of a special? 

In many instances, poultry clubs 
put up specials to attract ex¬ 
hibitors to show their birds at a 
given show by offering an incen¬ 
tive (money, trophy, rosette or 
whatever) to do so. A wide range 
of specials put up by a club fre¬ 
quently causes exhibitors to show 
lots of birds at the club’s show, 
which means a big show with 
good competition. 

Individuals and breed clubs 
frequently put up specials to pro¬ 
mote particular breeds and to en¬ 
courage breeders of those breeds 
to show their birds. One can easi¬ 
ly imagine the effect of offering a 
$500 cash special, say, for ‘‘Best 
Plymouth Rock Bantam.” Were 
such a special put up by someone 
at a given show, the club would 
probably have to hire an extra 
judge just to do the Plymouth 
Rock bantams. 

Specials are also offered to 
memorialize or to honor a par¬ 
ticular individual or to com¬ 
memorate an event: “$10 for 
Champion American, in memory 
of the Late and Great APA Judge, 
Dan Bristol” (if the Person is s till 
alive, the special is put up, "In 
honor of...”) or $10 for the Best 
Standard of the Columbian Varie¬ 
ty, to Commemorate the Centen¬ 
nial of the Naming of the varie¬ 
ty.” 
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The sky is the limi t when it 
comes to specials. You put up the 
special and you can determine 
what show winner is awarded 
that prize. Specials are a great 
way for many people to get in¬ 
volved in a show. If you have 
never put up a special, do so now. 
It’s good for the poultry club 
sponsoring the show, it’s good for 
the fancy in general, and it will 
make you feel good, knowing that 
you are actively promoting ex¬ 
hibition poultry. 

If you are interested in placing 
a special at a club’s show, don’t 
wait until two weeks before the 
show and expect to get the special 
listed in the show catalogue. Con¬ 
tact the show secretary or the 
secretary of the breed club or 
organization sponsoring a meet 
at a given show several months in 
advance so that your special can 
be included in the show catalogue 
when printed. When specials are 
received by the show secretary 
too late to be included in the 
catalogue, they are usually 
posted in the show hall on the day 
or days of the show. 

What should you do if you win a 
special? First of all, you must 
thank the person (a member of 
the club sponsoring the show or a 
representative of a breed club, in 
most instances) who hands you 
the special. If it’s a cash special, 
it usually comes in a sealed 
envelope on which is written not 
only the name of the person or 
organization offering the special 
but also your name. Most cash 
specials are given out as soon as 
classes in question are judged. 
Sometimes they are handed out 
at the ceremony at the end of the 
show. If the special is a trophy, it 
is usually handed out during the 
ceremony at the close of the 
show. 

You should, in addition thank 
the person or organization who 
put up the special. Don’t lust tear 
open the envelope (if it’s a cash 
special) and put the money in 
your pocket and cail it a day. 
Don’t just take the trophy, for ex¬ 
ample, and walk away without 
thanking the person or organiza¬ 
tion who put up the trophy. Usual¬ 
ly the person who put up a special 
or a representative of the 
organization that put up the 
special is at the show. Find that 
person and thank him and/or his 
organization for putting up the 
special. If you can’t find him at 
the show, mail a note of thanks 
when you get home. 

Remember, individuals and 
organizations don’t have to put up 
specials. They do so because they 


want to, and because they have, 
they must be thanked. While 
you’re at it, don’t forget to thank, 
at the end of the show, the show 
secretary and the show manage¬ 
ment (1) for their dedication and 
hard work and (2) for sponsoring 
the show in question. Don’t just 
pack up your birds and head 
home without thanking the peo¬ 
ple who made the show possible. 
Remember, poultry clubs don’t 
have to sponsor shows. They do 
so because they want to, and 
because they do, must be thanked 
by all of us for their dedication 
and hard work.

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At this time of year, I don't have any birds for 
sale. I would think that the best thing for you 
to do if you are interested in getting started with 
poultry would be to buy some chicks. There are 
several very good places that you can buy from: 
see enclosed clippings. In order to ensure that 
the chicks stay warm enough during shipping, most 
places recommend that you buy at least 25. Buying 
chicks through the mail is a fairly straightforward 
process and the chicks almost always arrive in very 
good condition. 

There is a BIG poultry auction in Bloomsburg, PA 
on May 6th, beginning at 9 A.M. The auction takes 
place in the Poultry Building on the Fairgrounds 
there. The auction goes on for most of the day. 

There is a very good poultry newspaper called 
POULTRY PRESS that is published monthly. It contains 
lots of articles and ads and virtually everyone who 
is involved with exhibition poultry subscribes to it. 
It costs $14 a year. (POULTRY PRESS, P. 0. Box 542, 
Connersville, IN 47331 ). 

Best of luck to you. I'm sorry that I don't have 
any birds for sale right now. Later on in the year 
I very probably will have some.

Tracheitis infection plagues Delmarva poultry 


M ore than 300 Delmarva poul¬ 
try flocks have been infected 
with laryngotracheitis (LT). a 
deadly viral respiratory infection of 
the trachea. 

“We consider it to be a very seri¬ 
ous challenge to the poultry indus¬ 
try on the Delmarva," says Bill 
Satterfield of Delmarva Poultry In¬ 
dustry. The number of cases is sub¬ 
siding from the peak in late Novem¬ 
ber and early December, perhaps 
because of prevention measures 
taken, he notes. 

The industry responded rapidly 
with tightened biosecurity and vac¬ 
cination programs. Satterfield adds 
that this strain is more virulent 
than one that hit the region in the 
late 1980s. 

The condition is less severe in 
Pennsylvania but more chronic, 
particularly in the southeastern re¬ 
gion. say state poultry experts. 

LT. or “trach," may cause birds to 
cough up blood. Birds often die of 
suffocation, says Bill Weaver, a poul¬ 
try scientist at Penn State. The dis¬ 
ease does not affect humans. 

“If the birds are sick, you need to 


get a positive diagnosis." Weaver 
stresses. Call the service person for 
your contractor, or get sick birds to 
an animal diagnostic lab. 

Preventing infection. You prevent the 
spread of LT like any other poultry 
disease, including avian influenza: 
biosecurity. Advise Weaver and 
Satterfield: 

• Stay out of other people's flocks, 
and keep them out of your flocks. 
The virus is usually transmitted by 
people or equipment. 

If people must enter your poultry 
house, make sure they follow sound 
biosecurity measures. And find out 
if any equipment they bring has 
been properly cleaned and disin¬ 
fected. 

• Don't congregate with other 
poultry growers. If you do. don’t 
wear your chickenhouse clothes and 
shoes. Change clothes before you 
return to the chickenhouse. 

• Don’t remove and spread ma¬ 
nure immediately after a flock is 
diagnosed. Typically, you should 
deep-stack manure and let it heat to 
kill the virus before spreading. 


• Discuss a vaccination program 
with a lab or your contractor. 

“Each case is different.” explains 
Sherrill Davison, a poultry special¬ 
ist at University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center. “We’ve learned 
through experience whether to tell 
them to vaccinate or not." 

Pullets may be vaccinated twice. 
Broilers are usually not vaccinated 
unless there’s an outbreak because 
the vaccine can curb weight gain 
and may cause a reaction. 

Because it’s a virus, there is no 
treatment for infected birds. 

Exotics warning. Eastern poultry pro¬ 
ducers' latest scare only reempha¬ 
sizes the need to keep poultry flocks 
away from all sorts of birds, reports 
Edward Mallinson, poultry exten¬ 
sion veterinarian at University of 
Maryland. That includes exotic 
birds, wild waterfowl, seabirds, 
backyard chicken flocks, pheasants 
and ratites. 

While laryngotracheitis is com¬ 
mon to backyard chicken flocks, it 
isn’t usually a devastating disease. 
But intro duced i nto commercial 
flocks, mortality rates has reached 
20 percent, adds this veterinarian 

But that’s the case with most 
avian diseases. Carrier species may 
appear to be healthy: but they can 
pass devastating diseases onto poul¬ 
try flocks. That's the case with avian 
influenza, mycoplasma, and the 
Newcastle virus. 

Long-legged influenza threat. Os¬ 
triches, emus and rheas (all ratites) 
are becoming popular farm “crit¬ 
ters" in the eastern United States. 
And because of breeding stock short¬ 
ages, they frequently are transported 
great distances. 

Influenza viruses, subtypes H5 
and H7. were recently recovered from 
infected ratites in different areas of 
the United States, including Mary- I 
land, says Mallinson. They also can 
carry numerous causative agents of 
other poultry diseases. 

Avian tuberculosis, also trans¬ 
missible to humans, has also been 
found in ratites. he adds. “The bot- • 
tom line is that commercial poultry 
should be isolated from all other 
birds. It’s good business and good 
common sense." □

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MAYBE POLISH ARE ITALIAN? 

By S. Robert Powell 

The facts presented in John Norris' column, Poultryana, in the January 1 995 issue 
of POULTRY PRESS (pp. 18-19) and those in the description of Polish in the APA's 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD OF PERFECTION (1985, p. 147) constitute sufficient evidence 
to support effectively the proposition that standard Polish fowl originated in Italy. 

We will reiterate here the relevant facts presented in those texts and support the 
hypothesis that standard Polish fowl originated in Italy with (1) compelling 
linguistic evidence, and (2) informed conclusions deduced from the well-known 
history of the ancient Romans and from the commercial history of western and 
eastern Europe. 

In John Norris' column, first of all, we learn that birds that resemble our 
present-day Polish are described by ancient Roman writers, and that an ancient Roman 
statue exists of a hen with a full crest and a small divided comb much like today's 
Polish. Norris cites Professor Alesandro Ghigi's POULTRY FARMING AS DESCRIBED BY THE 
WRITERS OF ANCIENT ROME, in which Ghigi documents the existence of such crested birds 
in Roman texts from the second century B. C. to the fourth century A.D. Among the 
writers quoted by Ghigi are Varro, Cato, Columella and Palladius. The physiological 
descriptions of those Roman crested birds (birds with a large protuberance on top of 
the skull from which a crest of feathers grows), as well as the extant statue of such 
a bird from the same historical period, suggested to Ghigi, and his point appears to 
be well taken, that these ancient Roman crested birds are the ancestors of our 
present-day Polish. 

What linguistic evidence can be advanced to support Professor Ghigi's hypothesis? 

In the American Poultry Association's description of Polish chickens we read the 
following: "On the Continent of Europe the name 'Padoue'is applied to crested breeds." 
"Padoue" is the French noun and adjective for "Padua" and "Paduan," respectively. 
Significantly, John Norris remarks in his column that in the early English poultry 
books one sees references to "The Paduan" or Polish fowl. Padua, of course, is a 
city in northeastern Italy. The linguistic evidence suggests, therefore, that 
ancient Roman birds, from Padua and vicinity, could be the direct ancestors of our 
present-day Polish. 

But how did crested chickens from northeastern Italy make their way to western 
Europe (France, certainly) and eastern Europe (Poland, among other places)? Most prob¬ 
ably through the direct and indirect Romanization of Europe by the ancient Romans 
at the time of the Empire. It is a well known fact, it is interesting to note here, 
that the Dorking, a breed that we now call "English" (the breed takes its name from 
the old town of Darking in Surrey), is an ancient Roman breed of poultry that was 
taken into Great Britain by the Romans under Julius Caesar. Descriptions of what 
we now call Dorkings, like descriptions of what we now call Polish, can be found in 
the writings of the ancient Roman writer Columella. 

The crested chickens that were taken by the Romans to western Europe were called 
"Padoue," which suggests that they were recognized there as originating in Padua. 

The Roman crested chickens that found their way to eastern Europe, it seems, came to 
be recognized, erroneously, as indigenous, if not by the Polish people themselves 
(one wonders what such crested fowl are called in the earliest Polish histories), 
at least by the Dutch, who imported such birds into the Netherlands and who subsequently 
created the White Crested Black Polish bantam. (From the 1988 edition of the ABA's 
THE BANTAM STANDARD, p. 151, we learn that the Polish bantam, except for the White 
Crested Black, was created in England.) 





How did the crested birds that we now call Polish make their way to Eng,and? 

Through two routes. In his column, John Norris suggests that the first such birds 
were imported into England through the Netherlands, which is perhaps why such birds 
were sometimes called "Crested Dutch" by the English. (The English surely called 
them Dutch for the same reason that the Dutch probably called them Polish. In both 
instances they were named after the place from which they were imported.) The English 
also called such birds "Poland fowl," a name which indicates, as we have said, the 
place of origin of those birds for the Dutch. But, given the regular commerce be¬ 
tween Great Britain and France for much of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, 
such crested birds undoubtedly also made their way to England through France, where 
they were called "Padoue," which is surely why the English sometimes called such 
crested birds "Paduan fowl," a name which, it is our hypothesis, accurately reflects 
the place of origin of such birds, namely, Padua, in Italy. 

"Crested Dutch" and "Pol ish" are, it seems, misnomers. The Netherlands and Poland are, 
to be sure, important intermediary lands with which Paduan fowl, our present-day 
Polish, were directly associated in their history. But neither the Netherlands nor 
Poland is where, it seems very probable, such birds originated. Physiological 
descriptions of ancient Roman crested birds and extant artistic evidence led Pro¬ 
fessor Ghigi to believe that ancient Roman crested birds are the ancestors of our 
present-day Polish. Informed conclusions deduced from the well-known history of the 
ancient Romans and from the commercial history of western and eastern Europe, to- 
gether with persuasive linguistic evidence, presented here, support Professor Ghigi’s 
hypothesis that what we now call Polish fowl originated in Italy.

There were some great flys in 1994 particularly in the Spring 
II fly which saw 8 members all flying their birds over 8 hours. 

0. Zovich topped the field with a 15:26 fly in Official Time. 

He was closely followed by L. Kapac with a 14:26. Harry Smith's 
birds turned in a 12:47 and Herb Keay had a 11:40 fly. In the 
Honor System, sam fly, Hamid Ahmadi had the best overall time with 
a 15:32 and Rich Kehrer was right behind him with a nice 15:01 fly. 
Our former Secretary, Stan Ogozalek, flew his birds for 12:34 and 
I, as Central Timer, turned in a 10:41 mark. Garry Hulst had a 
06:38; Andy Fuller, our Junior member had a respectable time of 
5:51 and newcomer to our Club, Joe Russo finished off with 3:33. 

(He bettered this mark in later flys.) This was a spirited fly 
competition. It is too bad that they are not all like this one. 
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In Young bird competition, the Summer III fly. Small Basic 
continues to dominate with a great fly of 12:46 in the Official 
System, while our President, Tim Kvidera, won the Honor fly in 
the same Series with a mark of 11:18. Joe Russo won the Fall II 
Series, Any Age birds, with a time of 11:35. He also won the Fall 
III Series with an even 08:00 fly. Joe also won the Aggregate 
Award in Honor System with 6 flys for 38:07 hours while Herb Keay 
won the Official Aggregate Award with 2 flys of 19:00 hours. There 
was a grand total of 283 hours and 53 minutes flown by all our 
competitors. 

I am now in the process of putting together a Listing of the 
20 Best Times flown overall in the Young Bird Series to distinguish 
it from the Old Bird Series. To do it properly, I will also have 
to make a Listing of the ANy Age Bird Series. Then I will put it 
all together and have a Overall Listing of the 20 Best Times flown 
in the history of the FTA. This is an undertaking, but a worthy 
one. Smail Basic has pointed out many times that Young birds deserve 
their own place in the Listings and should not be grouped with Old 
Birds. He is absolutely right. I have resisted doing so for some 
time because I felt that too many Listings make for boring reading 
and are, therefore, useless. However, Smail has convinced me that 
it is right and necessary, and, with that in mind, I will be happy 
to comply with his wishes and those of my fellow members. 


My sincere thanks to those members who participated in our 
fly competitions, and those members for their help and support 
given to me over the past years. 


You probably get tired of hearing me say it over and over 
again, but this is your Club, and in order to maintain a healthy 
and viable organization more of our members must participate in 
the Club's activities. If everyone sits back and just reads the 
Bulletin, you will soon have no Bulletin to read for there will 
be no news to report. Come on fellow members, become more active

We came up to the 
mountains from Manhattan to fly birds and 
we cannot do that because of the Hawks and 
Eagles. Eagles don't attack, so far, but 
the birds still look up with fright. 

So, Udo Begert, don't feel bad. Plus, the 
rats killed 28 pigeons in one week, until 
I found out how they were getting into 
the coop..."

An Experience With Tipplers Not Soon Forgotten

Note by Editor. — The author of 
this article, Mike DeLatte, was the 
youngest .Junior Member of the Cres¬ 
cent Flying Tippler Club at the time 
of the experience that he relates here 


I had heard of the fabulous feats 
of the Tippler, a bird with the en¬ 
durance to fly for hours if fed prop¬ 
erly. I had just joined the Crescent 
Flying Tippler Club and did not have 
any stock as yet. 

I offered my services to keep time 
for the race on March 22, 1970. It 
was about 5:30 a.m. when E. R. Her¬ 
nandez picked me up to keep time 
for him. He said that his son Melvin 
would liberate the birds at 6:00 a.m. 

Although it was partially dark and 
cloudy, there was enough light to see 
the birds. The team of three birds of 
the Lovatt strain were liberated 
exactly at 6:00 a.m. All three birds 
went into a wide circle around »’.e 
loft. 

At approximately 7:15 a.m. the 
clouds gave way to a huge blue space 
into which the team climbed high. 
The clouds closed in; the birds came 
down. There was a good north wind 
blowing, but the birds did not seem 
to mind. 

About 11 00 a.m. Mr. Hernandez ar¬ 
rived home from timing someone el “. 
He was surprised to see the team 
doing so well. The day before, the 
yellow bird had lost two primary 
and one secondary flights. By this 
time the clouds had blown south, and 
there was a clear blue sky. The way 
the Tipplers soared was something 
everyone should have seen. It seemed 
as though the team was master of the 
sky. This was one of the best times 
to see them. They were making small 
circles with a graceful wing stroke. 

At about 2:00 p.m. Mr. Hernandez 
was counting the minutes. He wanted 
to break the record of the CFTC 
which was eight hours and twenty- 


two minutes, set by Don Plauche’s 
birds. The record was broken, and 
Mr. Hernandez said that since the 
birds had made it this far, they would 
go until dark. 

Everything seemed to be going 
smoothly while Mr. Hernandez and I 
talked and watched the birds. We 
would watch the team climb and go 
off in large circles. Suddenly, at 4:25 
p.m., the birds were making passes 
at the house as though they were 
going to land. The yellow tunneled 
ten feet about the house, and started 
to drop. The two blacks swooned be¬ 
tween the yellow and the roof of the 
house, seeming to carry her back to 
the large circles. The birds appeared 
to have picked up some reserve 
energy and flew with a lot more pep. 

Later, Mr. Hernandez was worried 
about the birds coming down before 
night. The birds kept making large 
circles, not showing any weakness. 
At 5:50 p.m. the yellow landed on the 
roof with one of the blacks right be¬ 
hind her. The other black kept on fly¬ 
ing. Mr. Hernandez ran to the loft 
quietly, so as not to frighten the two 
away, and released his white Fantail 
dropper. He then opened the doors to 
his sun cage, releasing several birds. 
Three minutes later the remaining 
bird circled three or four times, and 
landed. 

The birds were trapped within five 
minutes. Mr. Hernandez was thrilled 
with his team of Tipplers and went 
to them. The yellow bird had brought 
the birds down early the race before, 
however there were no harsh words 
towards her this time. Mr. Hernandez 
was so happy that he kissed each 
member of the trio. He said that the 
birds were from Perc Hagan’s import¬ 
ed stock of eighteen-hour birds. 

My only hope and ambition now is 
to share the happiness Mr. Hernandez 
enjoyed when bis birds came in with 
a good time. 


Training For Long Time Tippler Flying 

By NELSON A. BALMER, Toronto. Ont., Canada 


Note by Editor. — The following 
article by the late Nelson A. Balmer 
is being reprinted bv . special request 
from the July 1948 issue of the 
American Pigeon Journal. 


From time to time we have been 
requested for information on how to 
make a kit of Tipplers do a long time 
fly. The following, therefore, is our 
own experience in this very interest¬ 
ing sporl. 

In the first place, choose from three 
to six birds of your own Lest fivers. 
If they are old birds, they must be 
all of the same sex. but if young 
birds are chosen, it does not make 
any difference. Cocks or hens will 
fly equally well, although, our ex¬ 
perience has been that, as a rule, 
hens will flv higher than cocks. 

Put the birds you wish to train in 
a compartment by themselves so that 
you can feed thm according to a rigid 
schedule. The usual size of this train¬ 


ing coop is approximately three feet 
square and three feet high, but almost 
any size will do providing the birds 
have room to stretch their wings to 
exercise. 

If the birds are in fair condition, 
put them on a diet consisting of equal 
parts barley and wheat. If they are 
fat, put them on straight barley for 
one week. Feed them one egg cupful 
per bird in a flat trav, and. after they 
have eaten their fill, take the tray 
awav. with anv feed left over, and 
give them a drink of water. Then pul 
a tray containing urit before them 
for a short time. After 10 or 15 min¬ 
utes, remove the grit trav and water 
container. This is all the feed they 
will need per day and is to be given 
at night. Bv the wav. when feeding 
wheat and barley, feed the barley first 
and after it is cleaned up, feed the 
wheat. The birds prefer wheat to 
barlev and if fed mixed, will eat the 
wheat and leave the barley. 
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The birds are to be flown every 
other day until sunset, then throw the 
droppers to signal them down. In 
training, they should fly from two 
to five hours, according to the type 
of Tippler and their condition. When 
the dropper is thrown, if the birds 
respond in a few minutes, you will 
know that they have had enough fly¬ 
ing; however, if they take 15 or 20 
minutes to get down, the next time 
they should be put out a half hour 
earlier. In this way you get to know 
their best training time. 

Always fly tne birds without food 
or water. This is the best way to get 
them in good, hard flying condition. 
When they have dropped after a 
work-out, let them settle down for 
about half an hour before feeding. 
Then give them the feed first and 
grit, and water when through feed' 
ing. It is not necessary to leave food 
and water in the fly coop. Just give 
them food and water once a day, in 
the evening. 

When the birds have been on this 
diet for three weeks, they should be 
in good flying condition and you can 
then give them what the Tippler men 
call a “feed-up” to see how they will 
do in a long fly. Three davs before 
the fly day, give the birds Epsom 
salts : .n their drinking water. For in¬ 
stance. if the fly is to take place on 
a Sunday, give it to them on Wed¬ 
nesday evening. It should be given in 
the proportion of one teaspoonful of 
salts to a pint of water. Do not fly 
them between Wednesday and Sun¬ 
day. Thursday evening, give them a 
feed of small seeds consisting of equal 
parts canary seed, millet, and rape. 
Repeat this diet on Friday and Satur¬ 
day evenings. 

Then on Sunday morning about an 
hour before release, give them a light 
feeding of the small seeds and a drink 
of water. If they are in good shane 
they will likely not want very much, 
but try to get them to take a drink 
anyway. Release them a few minutes 
after sunrise so that they will have 
all the daylight possible in which to 
do their flying. If the Tipplers are of 
a good strain and trained as above, 
they should fly a good long time for 
you. 

In June 1946, we flew a kit of five 
young birds, trained as outlined in 
this article over 16 hours. The drop¬ 
pers were own at 16 hours and 4 
minutes, but the kit continued to fly 
right on into the dark and conse¬ 
quently we were disqualified in the 
race. The fly rules specify that a 
competitor must drop his birds and 
have the band numbers checked by 
the timer in order to qualify for time 
in the race. Fortunately, the birds all 
came home the following morning, 
but in very poor condition after their 
all-day fly and missing their feed at 
niRht. 

To show that one colour flies as 
well as another for us, this kit was 
composed of a Mottle, Print, Dun 
Print, and Solid Yellow. Upon ma¬ 
turity, they turned out to be one cock 
and four hens. 

This method of training has proven 
very successful for us and we hope 
that other fanciers will profit by it, 
too.

In 1 976, I started with 
Tipplers. In 1985, I became Secretary of 
YUTS (Yugoslavian Tippler Union). I left 
that position 2 years ago when I moved 
to the U.S.A. I had 2 blood lines, 

Hughes and Boden. My best flying time 
was 17:56, then 17:46, 17:20, 16:53, 

16:22, 16:12, 15:15, and many below 15 
and 14 hours. My best time for young birds 
was 14:10 in June 1 992. 

1 you please help me to get these 
addresses because I am really missing 
pigeons a lot. I really like to have 
them and get ready for competition. I 
would like to know how people here or¬ 
ganize competitions. I wish you a lot 
of good luck in the next season.

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ROBERT POWELL’S BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


At the top of my list of all-time favorite works of art is Virgil’s AENEID. 

(For nearly 500 years, from soon after the the invention of printing from 
movable type, at least one new printed edition of the AENEID was published 
annually. Many people-in this instance. I’m one of the many-regard the 
AENEID as the principal secular book of the western world.) Other constant 
passions in the realm of the arts include the following: everything that 
Stravinsky wrote; the nineteenth-century French novel (especially Balzac, 
Flaubert, and Zola); the music of Prokofiev, Wagner, Mahler and Copland; 
Shakespeare’s KING RICHARD THE THIRD and HENRY V; colonial 
American and Elizabethan portraiture; and American coin silver. 

I was bom and raised on a dairy farm in northeastern Pennsylvania and have 
always maintained a strong interest in the earth and rural matters. Presently, I 
raise and show a variety of exhibition poultry. In 1994, I was named a 
Master Exhibitor by the American Poultry Association. I am one of the 
poultry superintendents at the Harford Fair and at least a hundred of the birds 
shown there (and at the Wayne County Fair) annually belong to me. Every 
year, I make it a point to produce, in my backyard setup, as much maple 
syrup as possible (40 gallons of sap are needed to make one gallon of syrup; I 
tap six or seven trees). Some years, the sap runs well. This year it didn’t, but 
I managed to make a couple gallons of syrup. Gardens are important to me, 
and I devote a lot of time and energy, year round, to flowers and vegetables. 
One of my rural objectives for the current year is to fence in a portion of the 
“back forty” and purchase some Milking Shorthorn calves. 

My professional experience has been primarily in three areas: teaching 
(George Washington University, Indiana University, SUNY: Oswego, 
Susquehanna University, Penn State), publishing (Harcourt Brace, 
AMACOM, a couple of newspapers), and Wall Street (corporate finance at 
Salomon Brothers). I have been an adjunct in the Humanities at Penn State for 
several years, and will teach one or two sections of Philosophy 100 there in 
September in the evening. My dissertation is an interdisciplinary study 
(French literature, music, and art) that was written in Switzerland and France, 
for the most part, and which, over the years, has resulted in my doing a lot of 
independent work in the field of comparative aesthetics. 


In his bio, James Clark states that “Product Development is a great place to 
work because of its people.” I’ve only been here a couple weeks, but I’m 
sure his observation is correct.

Dear Sheryl, 

After about a decade of searching, I have finally found a "legitimate" job— 
as an editor in Product Development at ICS Learning Systems. Decent salary, 
excellent benefits, close to home, nice people to work with (there are four 
other Ph.D's with valueless degrees, like mine, in the department). I have my 
own office, replete with computer and all the trimmings, so to speak. This 
should all be very good for my self-esteem, which has all but disappeared in 
the past several years. 1 began to think that I would never get a job, and, 
of course, the clock continued to march forward and no one will even look twice 
at a 51-year old white male. 

It all happened because I answered a want ad. I have probably answered 75 want 
ads in the past five years. Most of the time, you might just as well throw your 
resume and cover letter down a well. In this case, I applied for a job as.a 
proofreader. To my delight, there were four errors in the ad as published in the 
newspaper. I gently pointed out the four errors in my cover letter. They called 
me for an interview. Sixty-five people applied for the position. I was one of 
three who were interviewed and who were asked to take the three-hour proofreading 
test (we all took it cold, with no preparation). They evaluated the proofreading 
test and the managing editor (the guy who hired me, ultimately) said: You should 
be a lot more than just a proofreader, you know." "Would you be interested in 
taking the tnree-hour test for editor?" I took the test. They offered me the 
job. Could I wait for about a month until the necessary funding was in place? 

Yes I could. A new division was to be established, etc. I started on March 
27th. and I love it. One of the things that greatly impressed one of the pro- 
duction editors who interviewed me was the fact that I worked at one time for 
an organization that calls itself AMACOM! The whole world is crazy at present, 
as you know, for interactive things. When I told them that I had worked on multi¬ 
media presentations at AMACOM they all came forward on their chairs and listened 
with great interest. Who would ever have dreamed that AMACOM would be useful in 
getting a job twenty years after the work experience there. 

This job is good for me for lots of reasons, not the least of which is that it 
will help me regain my self-esteem, as I said earlier. These past several years 
have been bad. I have seen myself falling into a pit out of which there seemed to 
be no escape. To keep body and soul together, I worked in the garden center of 
a nearby Wal-Mart; then in the bakery in an extra-fancy grocery store that is 
regarded as the ne plus ultra of grocery stores in this area. It s actually very 
nice. Reminds me of Les Halles. They make about 15 different kinds of bread every 
day, Including baquettes, batards, pain de campagne, etc.--all VERY dencious. 

It was fun, but paid hardly more than minimum wage. For the past year, I have not 
even had the pleasure of teaching as an adjunct at Penn State-declining enrollment, 
no sections for adjuncts to teach, etc. One week after I accepted this new job 
at ICS Penn State wrote and asked me how many courses I would like to teach, 
when would I like to teach them, etc. Very solicitous. When it rains, it pours. 

I will probably teach two sections of Philosophy 100 during the fall semester.

E. COLI VACCINE 

The newspaper clipping given 
below, about the recently licensed 
vaccine for Escherichia coli infection, 
was published in the April 6, 1995 issue 
(p. 14) of INTERCOM, which is 
published by Penn State University. 
Thank you to Donald W. Powell for 
bringing this article to the Editor’s 
attention. 


News in Brief 


Vaccine licensed 

The poultry industry incurs multimillion dollar 
losses each year to the ravages of Escherichia coli 
infections. This deadly bacterial infection kills or 
debilitates millions of young chickens and 
account^ for a large percentage of all poultry con¬ 
demned at processing plants. 

Richard A- Wilson in the Department of Vet¬ 
erinary Science, and his colleagues, Thomas Whit- 
tan and Vivek Kapur, may have found a cure for 
this poultry disease. A U. S. patent is pending on 
this invention, which was recently licensed by 
Penn State's Intellectual Property Office to a major 
animal health company. 

The discovery, which fiivolves vaccination 
using a non-virulent strain of E. coli, has been 
shown to make chickens immune to these patho¬ 
genic bacterial infections. If ongoing field trials 
prove successful, a major public benefit to the 
poultry industry will have resulted fiom the vet¬ 
erinary research program.

Cecil Rose; Carter, Adrienne and Melissa 
Blankenship) are mentioned, is given 
below: 

“At first a few chicks showed up 
with the wrong combs. The rose and 
single combed birds were discarded. But 
the largest and best colored pea combed 
birds were kept. We thought the world 
ought to have Buff Cornish Bantams. 
These had fair buff color and combs as 
good as a lot that we s?e at the shows. 
But they lacked the wide shoulders and 
heavy bones that any self-respecting 
Cornish ought to carry. So we got a 
White Laced Red Cornish Bantam from 
Carl Harris and introduced him to our 
pullets. Our aim, of course, was to get 
more bone and body width, tighter 
feathering, and better all around Cornish 
type while holding the buff color. It 
looks hopeful, but we are not working 
with enough birds to make rapid 
progress, so must label this project 
‘Incomplete.’ 

The White Chantecler Bantams 
came much more easily. We crossed 
White Cornish on White Wyandotte 
Bantams and vice versa, in 1980. The 
next season, we crossed the Comish- 
Wyandotte birds with White Plymouth 
Rock Bantams. The resulting cushion- 
combed birds were to be our White 
Chantecler Bantams. 

The Chanteclers are supposed to 
have relatively long bodies and close 
feathering. So I looked for these 
characteristics when selecting our 
original component stock. The standard 
listed some of these same requirements 
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for the Rhode Island breed. So in our 
White Chantecler Bantams, we discarded 
any with single or pea combs. But any 
good ones with rose combs, we labeled 
Rhode Island White. Perfection does not 
come overnight (if at all), and we have to 
keep selecting with the standard 
requirements uppermost in our minds. 
We had only a limited number of these, 
but the quality seems well within the ball 
park, and we expect them to improve 

The Partridge Chanteclers, in 
1981, were the last Chantecler variety we 
started with. That year, we crossed a 
Dark Cornish Bantam male on a 
Partridge Wyandotte female. The next 
season, the resulting cushion combed 
females were mated with a Partridge 
Plymouth Rock Bantam male. Birds 
resulting from this mating, and having the 
best Partridge color and Chantecler type, 
were selected to produce the Partridge 
Chantecler Bantams to breed from in the 
future. 

I have to thank Carl Harris and 
Cecil Rose for finding for me the 
varieties of birds that I didn’t have to 
make these various Chantecler, Rhode 
Island White and Buff Chantecler 
Bantam breeds and varieties. 

According to my records, the first 
of these Chantecler Bantams were shown 
on May ninth and tenth at the CP AC 
(Cent. Pa. Avian Club) which I believe 
was held at Hughesville, Pa. In this show 
Buff Chantecler and White Chantecler 
Bantams were shown. White Chantecler 
and Rhose Island White Bantams were 
also shown at the Pa. Farm Show at 
Harrisburg in 1983 and after. A White 
Chantecler cockerel won Reserve 
Champion All Other Combs Clean 
Legged at the CPAC show at 
Bioomsburg in 1985, and Adrienne 
Blankenship’s White Chantecler Bantam 
won champion All Other Combs Clean 
Legged Bantam at the Sussex show in 
New Jersey this year 

Adrienne and Carter Blankenship 
are very active in trying to promote the 
Chantecler breed. Adrienne is secretary 
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of the ‘Chantecler Club of North 
America,’ and does a very good job. The 
Blankenships have some of all three 
varieties of Chantecler in both large and 
bantam. Their daughter, Melissa, still in 
her early teens, got most of my remaining 
Rhode Island White Bantams. So I am 
counting on the Blankenships where I 
seem to be falling down on the job. 

Deteriorating eyesight and other 
physical problems seem to be conspiring 
to drastically curtail my poultry related 
activities. So I am delighted to find 
friends who are interested in perpetuating 
the varieties of poultry that I have been 
working on. 

Carl Harris was interested in Buff 
Cornish at the time we started ours. I 
haven’t seen him for a couple of years. 

He may be ahead of us in this area now. 
But he let us have the White Laced Red 
Cornish Bantams to upgrade our Buff 
Cornish Bantams. So he is entitled to 
some of their progeny if he wants them. I 
must contact him. 

A few breeders are raising the 
large Buff Chanteclers. We donated 
hatching eggs to the CPAC a few times 
for their auction. I am not sure where 
they all went. A few of the Chantecler 
bantam eggs went that way too, but not 
very many. We never had a lot of them. 

We are planning to keep only 
about twenty or thirty birds in the future. 

We are reducing the number as fast as 
we can. My wife has been caring for 
them the past couple of months, assisted 
by our daughter who lives next door.

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POULTRY AUCTION AND SHOW TO BE HELD AT BLOOMSBURG 
FAIRGROUNDS THIS WEEKEND 


A wide variety of exhibition-quality standard and bantam chickens, 
waterfowl, pigeons, pheasants, cage birds and poultry supplies will be 
auctioned off in the poultry building on the Bloomsburg Fairgrounds this 
Saturday morning. May 6th, beginning at 10 A.M The auction is sponsored 
by the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club, an organization that was established 
in 1974 to promote all species of exhibition poultry, pigeons, game and cage 
birds. 


Carl Harris, a long-time member of the club, offered the following 
description of the birds that will be auctioned off on Saturday: “There will be 
a wide variety of purely ornamental birds for sale. In addition, there will be a 
large number of show-type birds of well-known breeds. There are two strains 
of many breeds of poultry: one for production and one for show. There are, 
for example, exhibition White Leghorns and there are production White 
Leghorns. The production birds are bred to lay eggs. The exhibition strain is 
bred for its show qualities. Even though both strains are called Leghorns, 
they are not exactly alike in appearance. The birds that will be auctioned off 
on Saturday are all exhibition-quality birds ” 

Saturday’s auction will be followed, on Sunday, with an all-day poultry 
show in the poultry building on the Bloomsburg Fairgrounds. The poultry 
show, also sponsored by the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club, will begin at 
9 A.M. In this show, to which the general public is invited, hundreds of 
exhibition birds, of a multitude of breeds and varieties, will be on exhibit. 

The birds will be arranged in classes established by the American 
Poultry Association and the American Bantam Association. The full-size or 
standard chickens are divided into the following classes. American, Asiatic, 
English, Mediterranean, Continental, and All Other Standard Breeds. 

Among the breeds of poultry in the American class, for example, are 
Plymouth Rocks, Rhode Island Reds and Wyandottes. In the Mediterranean 
class are the Leghorns, Minorcas, and Anconas, among others. 
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The bantam chickens are divided into the following classes: Single 
Comb Clean Legged , Rose Comb Clean Legged, Feather Legged, Old 
English and American Games, Modem Games, and All Other Combs Clean 
Legged. Among the breeds in the Feather Legged class, for example, are 
Cochins, Brahmas, and Booted Bantams. 


The ducks will be classed as follows: bantam ducks, light weight 
ducks, medium weight ducks, and heavy weight ducks. The geese will be 
divided into three classes: light, medium and heavy. The turkeys will all be 
classed together, as will the Guinea Fowl. 

How are the birds judged and by whom? In many respects, the 
procedures associated with a poultry show are similar to those followed in 
cattle shows and other livestock competitions. In a poultry show, the birds are 
evaluated to determine how well they meet exacting standards of perfection 
with regard to type and color. The birds that conform to those standards to 
the highest degree and are in the best show condition will be named the show 
champions. To make those decisions, judges that are licensed by the ABA 
and the APA are hired by poultry clubs to evaluate all of the birds, by classes. 
In order to do so, the judge removes each bird from its cage and examines it 
(1) to determine how well it conforms to the exacting published standard of 
perfection for that variety and breed, and (2) to appraise the bird’s specific 
show condition. 

Wally Casazza, secretary/treasurer of the poultry club, offered the 
following description of the procedures followed by the judges in each class: 
“First the judge selects the best bird of each variety. Then the best bird in 
each breed. Then from among the best birds of all of the breeds in that class, 
the judge selects the best bird for that class, and that bird is named class 
champion. The second best bird in each class is named the reserve 
champion.” 

When a class champion is picked for each of the classes in the standard 
chickens, a Champion Standard Chicken is selected from among all of the 
class champions. The same procedure is followed for all breeds and varieties 
of bantam chickens, waterfowl, turkeys, and guinea fowl. Appropriate 
prizes are then awarded to those champions. After all of the champions have 
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been selected, a Champion of the Show is selected from among all of the 
class champions. 

The Champion of the Show will be awarded the Clifton Smith 
Memorial Trophy, v/hich is a rotating trophy that is awarded every year to 
the best bird in the entire show in memory of the late Clifton Smith of 
Hughesville who, for many years, was the superintendent of the poultry 
department at the Lycoming County Fair in Hughesville. Last year, the 
trophy was awarded to S. Robert Powell, from Carbondale, for his win with a 
Pearl Guinea Fowl cock.
